FORGETTING THE PAST; REACHING FORTH 
UNTO THE FUTURE

“But this one thing I do, forgetting 
those things which are behind, and 
reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus.” Phil. 3:13,14. 

There are many things that claim 
attention in these days of increasing 
knowledge and fast living, but one 
thing should be the paramount issue. 
The spirit of the age is running peo- 
ple to and fro, confusing their minds 
over the problems of the day and 
keeping them so busy with other 
things till they haven’t time to at- 
tend to the one thing spoken of in the 
text: The statement of Dwight L. 
Moody, when he said, “It is better to 
say this one thing I do, than these 
fifty things I dabble in,” seems very 
appropriate at this time when so 
many people are bothering their 
minds with every question they hear 
of, but are unconcerned about this 
one thing most essential. 


Paul was determined to do one 
thing —win the prize of the high call- 
ing of God in Christ Jesus. As apostle 
to the Gentiles, he was doubtless con- 
fronted with many issues and had 
gone thru many things that he; could 
have occupied his mind with, but he 
realized he must forget those things 
which were behind and reach forth 
unto the glories of the future. In 
other words, he knew that he could 
not win the prize for which he was in 
contest, by boasting of the victories he 
had won in the past, nor by sympa- 
thizing with himself in the many 
hardships he had endured for the 
sake of the Gospel. 

The life of Paul was one of con- 
stant victory even though it was be- 
set with many conflicts. He was in 
peril among false brethren, was beat- 
en with rods, was imprisoned and 
knew what it was to be hungry, cold 
and naked. He suffered almost every 
form of persecution that cruel hands 
and hard hearts could bring to him, 
and in every test he came out more 
than conqueror; but he must press 
on if he would win the prize. He 
could not stop and gloat over past 
victories, nor brood over his troubles. 
The past victories were only won thru 
Jesus Christ and he had nothing to 
boast of for any good he had done; 
therefore he would leave the past with 
God and press. on toward the mark 
for the prize. Paul was a scholar, a 
Pharisee, an Hebrew of the Hebrews 
and had many things whereof he 
could have trusted in the flesh. He 
could have boasted of his parentage 
and purity of blood, but this was all 
counted worthless and lost to memory 
as he got a glimpse of the glory that 
is to be revealed, so he had but one 
thing to do—reach forth unto the 
highest glory of the first resurrec- 
tion. 

The Scripture shows that there are 
different glories of the resurrection 
just as the sun, moon and stars dif- 
fer in glory. See 1 Cor. 15:41, 42. Je- 
sus told the Sadducees, in answer to 
their question about the resurrec- 
tion, that they which shall be account- 
ed worthy to obtain that world, and 
the resurrection from the dead (first 
resurrection) were equal unto the 
angels; and were the children of God 
being the children of the resurrection. 
Luke 20:35, 36. The Bible teaches 
that there are different ranks and 
orders of the angels; so will there be 
different ranks of the children of 
God when they are made equal unto 
the angels in the first resurrection. 

It was the highest order of the res- 
urrection glory and a full reward for 
service that Paul was seeking to ob- 
tain and which caused him to utter 
or pen the words of the text. He 
probably saw and heard something 
of the different orders of the heaven- 
ly beings when he was caught up to 
paradise and 
words*that were unlawful for man to 
utter. It was doubtless the revelation 
of paradise and its glories that, gave 
Paul such knowledge of thg world to 
come, that he could forget all else 
and reach forth unto that which is 
before, not looking back from whence 
he came, or take the time to think 
over the past. He had a fixed pur-

THE CHURCH OF 
GOD

“The Church Of God is the yillar and 
the ground of the wuth”. In the be- 
ginning when we first began iv hear 
about God, He was called “The Lter- 
nal God’”—‘“‘The Eternal God shall be 
thy refuge”’. 

The Definite Article “THE” 
The definite article “the” is signifi- 
cant of one thing—the thing. The 
Word says, there are lords many and 
gods many, but to us there is but one 
God, “The Eternal God.” In Isa. He 
is called ‘“‘The Everlasting God”, and 
again, “The Prince of Peace.” The 
reader can easily see limits to one 
thing. Without the little “the”, we 
would be shooting into the air, so to 
speak, since there are lords many and 
churches many. Therefore the great 
Divine mind designated Himself and 
His Church with the definite article 
“the.” 

At Matthew 18:18 Jesus says, I will 
build my church. Now the Church of 
God is His church, and no one has any 
right to it, for He bought it with His 
Own precious blood. No one has any 
right to substitute the blood of Jesus 
for a thing that He established Him- 
self, when Jesus is the sole owner of 
the blood and the church as well, And 
sO no One would be allowed, by God, 
to “found” a church and_ substitute 
any part of His Word in it, unless He 
had special authority from God _ to 
limit His power and Word, and He 
says, Cursed is the man that useth 
the word of God deceitfully. Man you 
had better be careful, you might of- 
fend God. Don’t build or formulate 
any order of service, and dishonor 
the blood, or use some of His Word, 
and make it mean something it was 
not intended to do. 

Other Foundations Can No Man Lay 

Other foundations can no man lay 
than that which has been laid. There 
have been many founders, but they 
have built on the sand. No founder 
has ever had such a foundation as 
was placed under “THE CHURCH 
OF GOD.” He gave His blood for it. 
None have ever done that, therefore 
they are tumbling down now, and the 
ruins are great. No founder ever did 
such a feat as that and why claim it? 

There is not a man living or dead 
who has had an inkling of a right to 
found a Churci. Jesus is the only one. 
Who does such a thing takes the 
honor away from Jesus, aud in the 
eternal world they wiil be branded as 
“thieves and robbers”, but the sheep, 
Jesus said, did not hear them. 

The Father is well pleased with the 
Church His Son built. He heard Eis 
prayer, and sent the Holy Ghost as 
Jesus had said, and after that, He, 
the Lord, added to this church “Sucn 
as should be saved”. 

At 1 Corinthians we hear Paul call- 
ing it “The Chureh of God.” Some 
might wonder why Paul called it the 
Church of God, since Jesus built it, 
but my friend, you must remember 
that Jesus and God are one, and 
furthermore Jesus said, “I have kept 
them in my Father’s name,” therefore 
it was not hard for the Holy Ghost 
to instruct Paul’s mind and get Him 
right on this all important matter. 
In his second address to the Church 
at Corinth, Paul tells them it is the 
“Church of God’, and also at Galatia, 
Paul says, “I persecuted the Church 
of God” and he further says, “if a 
man know not how to rule his own 
house, how shall he take care of the 
Church of God?” Men who will not 
rule their own@fiomes, will never 
make good housekeepers for God. 
Often the Church goes to pieces when 
ey are entrusted with it. 

James tells us that elders are im- 
portant factors in the Church of God, 
and in another place the Word says, 
“The elders that rule well should be 
counted worthy of. double honor”. 
“The Church of God” has elders in it 
and they are called “ruling” elders, 
tho they must rule well. There are 
some who comnain at ruline elders,

He de- 
cides openly the morals of his home 
and pledges himself to see that it 
shall be a God fearing home, so far 
as he has control. Just what Joshua 
did, every other tather has the same 
.agul-lo do, yes, itis his duty to decide 
vat Cmdr Ul Las NUM. HOMe im- 
plies much more than just a habita- 
wool, u dwelling place, a place of 
doniestic affections. The Indians have 
tents, but nothing like a home; the 
Gypsies live and eat in some locality, 
but know nothing of the meaning of 
a home. Nor does just a house in its- 
seli Miein a home. It is much more 
than a place to sleep and get meals. 
Boarders have this much, but it is far 
from being home to them. Home im- 
plies a thousand times more than can 
be put into words. Sweet influence, 
pleasant companionship ‘and happy 
surroundings go to make up a home. 





The home was established in Eden, 
with Adam and Eve as husband and 
wife. Home is where father and moth- 
er are tound; children born and rear-, 
ed. Their interest is in the coming! 
kingdom, within itself not a republic, ! 
an organization formed by God Him- 
self, Not all homes are Christian 
homes. Even though they are in 
Christian lands, there are few Chris- 
tian homes. In deed and truth the 
character of the home largely deter- 
mines the character and destiny of 
those who grow up in it. Teaching in 
early life has much to do with mak- 
ing and shaping the notions of child- 
ren and making impressions for good 
which will be lasting. When you look 
at the children you see largely what 
their home means. The effects of a 
good home reach outside the home, 
they touch the life of the community 
and reach outside as a light in dark- 
ness ima neighborhood. 

But the husbandman that laboreth 
must first be partaker of the fruit. 2 
Tim. 2:6. If you want someone to give 
you advice on the subject of child 
training, get some old maid, or old 
bachelor, Or some man and wife wh9 
have never had any children. They 
can tell you just how to rear children. 
But they must first be a partaker of 
the fruit before they can advise others. 
Thank the Lord I have had twenty- 
three years of experience in training 
children, and now all those of any 
size have salvation. The condition of 
the home advertizes those who are at 
its head. So it was with Abraham and 
Jacob. It is the tell-tale of him who 
rules his household. It is the adver- 
tisement of what he is. A«worldly 
home indicates a worldly minded head. 

Some of the important things which 
are found in a Christian home: First, 
the fear of God is there. God is ac- 
knowledged, Jesus Christ is recogniz- 
ed and the name of God respected. If 
the Saviour would come there, He 
would be a welcome guest, but would 
He be welcome in some other home 
where they have prayer, but have 
home quarrels, fighting, using words 
before children that are ruination to 
their souls? 

The Word of God should always be 
read to the children. The Bible does 
no more make a home religious than 
a horseshoe over the door makes it 
lucky. Many homes have a Bible but 
do not read it. An open Bible, read, 
and studied, is found in a Christian 
home. How many homes are lacking 
at this important point? 

It is a sad but true statement of 
Eli’s home, that his sons made them- 
Selves: vile and he restered them not. 
What Paul says of a bishop is appli- 
cable to every Christian. A bishop is 


one that ruleth well his own house, j

pose and that was to attain to all the 
glory of the first resurrection that 
Christ had made possible for him to 
receive. That this was Paul’s_ pur- 
pose and what he means in the lan- 
guage of the text, is clearly shown 
in his statement when he said, “If by 
any means I might attain unto the 
resurrection of (from) the dead. Not 
as though I had already attained, 
either were already perfect; but I 
follow after, if that I may apprehend 
that for which I am apprehended of 
Christ Jesus.” Phil. 3:11, 12. 

The word “apprehend” means to 
“Take, seize or possess.” So it is very 








clear that it was what Christ had 
taken for him in his death and 
triumphant resurrection that Paul 


was reaching forth unto. 


It was not a deeper work of grace 
or a perfect Christian experience that 
Paul had reference to when he said 
he had not already attained, either 
were already perfect, for in verse 15 
we notice that he said “Let us there 
fore, as mapy as be perfect be thus 
minded.” Ana tn verse 16 whereto 
we have already attained, let 
us walk by ttre same rule.’ This shows 
that he had attained unto a state of 
perfection which of course was Chris- 
tian perfection; therefore it was an- 
other kind of perfection that he had 
reference to when he said he had not 
already attained, either were already 
perfect. mre simpiy meant that he was 
not physically perfect as he would be 
after the resurrection, and that he 
had not attained unto the reward for 
his labors in the Gospel. Therefore he 
would press on in the work that his 
calling demanded, not leaving any- 
thing undone that he should do as an 
apostle, that he might receive’ the 
full reward, or prize of the high call- 
ing of his apostleship to the Gentiles. 
His chief aim was to attain to the 
full reward of his calling, and when 
he finished his work he gave testi- 
mony that he had won the prize, and 
that it would be given him in the day 
of rewards. He won in the conquest 
and finished his life’s work with a 
victorious end; but it was only achiev- 
ed by doing the “one thing,”—forget- 
ting the past and reaching forth un- 
to the future. Let us not forget that 
there is a state of perfection that we 
can and must reach before we can 
peer into the glories of the future 
life, “Howbeit we speak wisdom 
among them that are perfect: yet not 
the wisdom of this world, nor of the 
princes of this world, that come to 
naught: But we speak the wisdom of 
God in a mystery.” Of those who are 
perfect, Paul goes on to say that while 
the eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart 
of man the things that God hath 
prepared for those that love Him; 
nevertheless, God hath revealed it un- 
to them by His Spirit. (See 1 Cor. 
2:6-10). Not until we have reached 
the perfect state of spirituality, or con- 
secrated holy life, will the Spirit re- 
veal the glories of the future unto

It was not for mere entertainment 
that Paul wrote the words of the text 
and gave to us his purpose in life, 
but for our learning for he makes 
himself an exampte for us to follow. 
Therefore, we should follow Paul in 
attaining unto that which he attain- 
ed and in reaching the perfection he 
reached, “Forgetting those things 
which are behind and reaching forth 
unto those things which are before. 
The goal lies before us, and God has 
put the world to come in subjection 
to those who have part in the first 
resurrection and they shall reign 
with Christ a thousand years; but it 
is only the holy, or in other words 
those who go on to perfection that 
will - have part in that glorious event. 
(See Rev. 20:6). This is doubtless the 
reason that Paul wrote so much 
about holiness and perfection. He 
said, “Let ws cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of 
God.” 2 Cor. 7:1. Perfect holiness is 
an experience that can, and must be 
attained in this life by those who 
would follow Paul and have part in 
the first resurrection. It will bring 
us into such close relationship with 
God that His Spirit will reveal to us 
the thing that He has prepared for 
those that love Him; which will 
cause us to forget those things which 
are behind as we stand in wonder at 
a glimpse into the future. Let us press 
on, doing “one thing,” ‘Forgetting
